WATCHING A NEWSPAPER-DIE 

Few of us In this country fully appreciate 
the slBnincance ot what la happening to the 
poIltlcflIJi' Independent La Prcnsa Jn Buenos 
Aires, largest SpanUh language, newspaper 
Jn the world. 

Even the people way out here In Magic 
Valley, however, should ponder the dai 
inherent In this tragic development in a fur- 
away land, because It's the result of a ruth' 
less dlctatoraWp and a trend that might pos- 
sibly spread throughout the world. 

First of all, we must realize that La Prensa 
has been one of the world's greatest news- 
papers with some 3,700 employes. It was 
lounded In 1659 and once had a sale of 750,- 
000 copies and published as many as 7,636 
ads In EL alngle Issue. 

Its editor and publisher. Dr. Alberto Paz, 
\a regarded not only as a great newspaper- 
man, but one who Is leailess and eminently 
lair. Not only has he fought for freedom and 
' the things he has believed to be fair, but he 
ii&a peTtormtA a grest public service aa well, 

La Prensa, for In^ance, maintains a mag- 
nlfJcent public library. It employs a staff of 
33 Dhyslclana to conduct free clinics regular- 
ly. Its five staff lawyers afford tuee-legal aid 
to (hose who need It. Its thrfee professors 
conduct k free school of muslcJIts Industrial 
chemlatiy department pBrforras many valu- 
able public urvlces. As a newspaper, It has 
twice received Columbia university's Cabot 
Oold plaque for journalistic excellence and 
Dz. Pax rtcelyed the Americas foundation 
award last October. 

But In spite of this noble record, the La 
Prensa building li Ilre-scorched, bomb- 
pocked and bullet-riddled as the result ol a 
aeries of Incidents since the Perontetas came 
to power. The street outside the newspaper's 
printing plant Is bloodstained as a grim re- 
minder of recent efforts by loyal workers to 
resume publication. One printer was killed 
and 14 others were Injured In Jnob riot- 
It's hard to believe so powerful a publica- 
tion should suffer such a helpless end. and 
those reading of Its misfortune will wonder 
what It's all about. 

Editor & PubllBhBT, thla country's leading 
nevapdper trade, JoumaL explains It all &a 
roUoiwa: \ ^ ' 

"JStter many years of harassing La Prensa 
■with every means at his command short of 
outright fluppresalon, Peron finally has hit 
upon the supreme subterfuge — a phoney la- 
bor dispute— to close down the paper. And In 
so doing, Peroh as never before has revealed- 
his stripes are the same as Hitler, Mussolini, 
Stalin and Franco, 

"With a police padlock on the La Prensa 
plant, the publisher under charges of 'vio- 
lating state 'security'- (which meana being 
critical of the government), the police ignor- 
ing appeals of La prensa workers for protec- 
tion against- armed thugs, and Peron hlm- 
aelf Ignoring their petitions for help. It be- 
gins to be apparent that this Is the end of 
La Prensa." 

How would we feel If sueh things were to 
develop In tjils country? And yet, haven't wo, 
at times, seen very delinlte Indications point- 
ing in that very direction? 



PRICE CONTROLS INEFFECTIVE 
The decision of top U. 0. labor leaders to
